‘Second year girls make «.n under 
garment, make over one house gar­ 
ment, patch two garments— one hem­ 
med patch and* one over-hand patch 
— and a dress, with choice lying be- 
twoen apron dress 
or 
one-piece 
dress. 
Third year girls make three under 
garments, a wash dress, darn 
one 
woolen garment and make a dress 
with a choice of blouse and 
wool 
skirt, middy suit or one-piece wool­ 
en dress.

The scientific discovery, however,
